MEETING OF THE WESTERN 
COMMISSIONERS. 


The States This Side of the 1 
sipp!l Will Work Together to 
Secure Their Shareof 
Representation.

Ciica@o, June 25.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]

thousand children to be in attendance. 

The wonderful increase in value of our 
city school property can be appreciated 
when it is known that a fair valuation of its 
lands, buildings and furniture, including 
those ordered and provided for by funds on 
hand, will exceed the sum of seven hundred 
thousand dollars. 

Notwithstanding the great depression | 
business matters and the apparent or ac 
decrease in our population, the school at- 
tendance has been constantly increasing. 
The average enrollment this year over last 
is 480, and the average increase in regular 
attendance is almost in the same ratio. Our 
school census reported 10,867 shildren be- 
tweeh the ages of 5 aud 17 years, and 4728 
under 5 years of age. 

Under our city charter the Board of Edu- 
cation was authorized, in its discretion, to 
establish and maintain kindergarten 
schools. After consideration we concluded 
to make a trial, and adopted two schools— 
one on Railroad street and one on Commer- 
cial street—which had been W as

a greatsuccess. Later we adopted another 
| school of some thirty scholars in the south-

It is the — 
tion of the board to commence several other 
kindergarten schools in those portions of 
the city where specially needed, feeling 
certain that the public will approve most 
heartily our action iu the matter. 

Durivg the present year we have employ 
a music teacher, who has devoted a portion 
of each weeek to training both teachers and 
scholars, and a marked improvement in that 
branch has been the result.

OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 


The question of compulsory English 
education has become one of para- 
mount interest in some of the Western 
States, noticeably where there is a 
large foreign population. It is not 
likely soon to become either a State or 
local issue. The compulsory act in 
Wisconain that forbids the teaching of 


any other than the English language, 


even in parochial schools, has met 
with much opposition, and has not 
proved at all beneficial in its effects. 
The position assumed recently by the 
Lutheran synod of Iowa is simply un- 
answerable. It declares public schools 
a public necessity, and that all citizens 
of every faith should aid in supporting 
them for the general good, even if they 
prefer special schools for their own 
children; but it demands the right to 
maintain parochial schools, without 
aid from the State, in which their own 
language and their own faith may be 
taught. It also favors compulsory at- 
tendance at school, with the single 
reservation. that each pupil or parent 
may choose between the public and 
the parochial or private school. 
a declaration is simply the honest de- 
mand of fair-minded citizens, and it 
should be accepted by people of every 
political and religious faith. ,

We believe that the Foreign Office re- 
ceived information of its occurrence as far 
north as Diarbekr and Erzerum, though in 
the latter case it was more probably con- 
veyed by road from Tabreez. If we may 
venture to prophesy, we would say that it 
will not proceed further up the Tigris 
Valley, but traveling by the Euphra will 
be next heard of at Aleppo, and, perhaps, 
Beyrout, and it will enter Egypt via Yed- 
dah and Suez, and then leave Alexandria 
for the Levantine and Mediterranean ports. 
From Tabreez it will take the route via 
Erzerum and Trebizond, in Constatinople, 
Odessa and by Baku-Tiflis, Derbent and 
Astrakban, over Russia. 


It is strange, however, and illustrates 
the mysterious way in which cholera 
travels, leaving wide untainted gaps be- 
tween distant points, that the disease 
this year in Western Europe appeared 
first of all, as far as telegraphic advices 
refer to it, at Pueblo de Rugate, Spain, 
and that Egypt has quarantined ves- 
sels from Iberian ports arriving at 
Alexandria.
